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NO CANS FOR PACKERS 
OF BEANS AND SOUPS 


War Commitee Cuts Off. Supply 
Except for Perishable 
Goods. 


American consumers Will have to denv 


themselves ned beans and canned 
soups of all kinds for a time, under a 
decision of the War Can Committee 
which cuts off the supply of 
cans to packers of those goods. 


Cal 


The committee, comprising tin plate 
‘nakers, can manufacturers, canners and 
Government officials, holds that the 
shortage of tin makes it imperative that 
cans be supplied only to packers of per- 
ishables and of foods absolutely neces- 
sary to the national existence. 

The order. will be effective for @ days 
or perhaps longer, and will be put into 
operation over the vigorous protest of 
the bean and soup packers, who declare 
it means ruin for their businesses. All 
cans made in this country will go for 
the time being’to canners of fruits and 
vegetables and to Canadian canners of 
soups and beans for troops at the front. 
American army buyers have agreed not 
to use canned beans or soup until an 
adequate supply of cans can be ob- 
tained. Soldiers at the front in France 
must use canned products because of 
lack of cooking facilities. 

No cans will go hereafter to packers 
of products who can substitute paper 
or other containers. No tin will go to 
packers of 100 different kinds of toilet 
articles and many other commodities. 
The interests represented on the com- 
mittee virtually control the entire tin 
and can supplies. It was named at a 
conference here a month ago and ail 
interests agreed to stand by its de- 
cision. Bean and soup canners, how- 
ever, refuse to accept its latest orders, 
but the committee believes the orders 
can be enforced by abrogating con- 
tracts for supplying cans to the pack- 
ers. 

Thé committee believes the order will 
not put bean and soup makers out of 
business because of thelr large profits 
within the last year. At the end of a 
comparatively short period it bellever 
there will be sufficient cans for all in- 
terests

S regerds our eastern neighbor, 
A Russia, I have recently spok- 
en It appears as if new Rus- 
sia had declined for herself these 
violent plans of conquest. Wheth- 
er Russia will or can act in the 
same sense as her allies I am un- 
able to estimate. Doubtless En- 
gland, with the asistance of her al- 
lies, is employing all her efforts to 
keep Russia harnessed to En- 
gland’'s war chariot, and to tra- 
verse Russian wishes for the speedy 
restoration of the world’s peace. 

If, however, Russia wants to pre- 
vent further bloodshed and re- 
nounce all violent plans of con- 
quest, for herself; if she wishes to 
restore durable relations of peace- 
ful Ufe, side by side with us, then 
surely it\s a matter of course that 
we share this wish which will not 
disturb the permanent relationship 
in the future, and will not render 
its development Impossible by de- 
mands, which, indeed, do not ac- 
cord with the freedom of nations 
and would deposit in the Russian 
nation the germ of enmity.

Miliukeff Man of Strength. 

Foreign Minister Miliukoff has been 
regarded in the entente countries as 
perhaps the strongest man in Russia. 
The Council of Workmen's and Gol- 
diers’ Delegates has objected to his for- 
eign policy, which called for a vigorous 
prosecution of the war and adherence 
to Russia’s agreements with ber allies 
The workmen's council has termed this 
policy imperialistic. Millukoff spent four 
years in the United States az a lecturer 
at the University of Chicago, and t# 6 
great admirer of America. 

Having discussed the conditions under 
which representatives of the Council of 
Workmen's and Soldiers Delegates 
would consent to enter the Cabinet, the 
provisional Government decided today 
that it was unable to accept the first 
of these conditions.

Severe Fighting in Progress North of 
Scarpe River, | 

LONDON, May 16.—Severe fighting is 
in progress today north of the Scarpe 
River, on the Arras battle front, says 
today's official statement. 

The British have captured most of the 
ground they had lost in Bullecourt and 
have stablished new pvusts on the west 
side of the village, says a dispatch today 
from Reuter’s correspondent at British 
headquarters. 

The official report last night said: 

‘Further detaila concerning the fight- 
ing at Bullecourt this morning show 
that the enemy made a deliberate at- 
tempt by a series of strong and care- 
fully concerted attacks, powerfully sup- 
ported by artillery and trench mortar 
fire, to drive our troops out of Bulle- 
court and the section of the Hindenburg 
line held by us east of the village. 

“In all, four attacks were undertaken 
by the enemy. The first of these was 
launched at 4a. m., upon the right flank 
of our Von Hindenburg line. The enemy 
was ejected by our counter attack, leav- 
ing 28 killed and wounded in our lines. 
A simultaneous attack on the left flank 
of our position was dispersed by our 
artillery. 

‘Later in the morning a third attack 
was made upon the northéastern corner 
of Bullecourt. This was successfully re. 
pulsed by our artillery, rifle and ma- 
chine @un fire. The fourth attack, de- 
livered from the south and southwest, 
succeeded ‘n driving back our posts in 
the western portion of thé village for a 
distance of about 100 yards. The enemy's 
losses in this series of unsuccessful at- 
tempts were heavy. 

“Two German airplanes were brought 
down In the air fighting yesterday: an- 
other hostile machine was driven down 
out of control.

Plea Made to International Pro- 
letariat to Fight Imperial- 
ism Everywhere. . 


PETROGRAD, May 16.—The Coun- 
cil of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Dele- 
gates has issued an appeal to the 
Socialists of Germany and Austria to 
prevent their troops from being hurled 
against the western front in order to 
crush France and then dash against 
Russia. The appeal concludes as 
follows: 

“The democracy of the revolution 
of Russia appeals to the Socialists 
of Austria and Germany. You can 
not allow your Governments to be ex- 
ecutioners of Russian liberty. You can 
not allow your Governments, taking’ 
advantage of the joy evoked in -the 
Russian army by Hberty and frater- 
nity, to hurl their troops on to the 
western front, in the first place in 
order to crush France and then dash 
on Russia, and finally crush you as 
well as the international proletariat 
in the grip of imperialism. 

“The democracy of revolutionary 
Russia appeals to the Socialists of 
neutral and belligerent countries not 
to allow the triumph of imperialism. 
May the cause of peace proclaimed by 
the Russian revolution be brought to 
a happy conclusion by the efforts of 
the international proletariat. 

International Conference. 

“In order to unite these efforts, the 
Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Delegates decided to take the initia- 
tive in convoking an international 
conference of all Socialist parties and 
factions in all countries. Whatever 
may have been the dissensions which 
rent Socialism during the three years 
of war, no section of the proletariat 
ought to renOunce participation in the 
common struggle for peace by the 
Russian revolution. 

“We are convinced that we shall 
see the representatives of all Socialist 
groups at the conference we are con- 
voking. A unanimous decision of the 
international proletariat will be the 
first victory of the workers over the 
international imperialists. The pro- 
letariat of all countries should unite.” 

Imperialists Victorious. 

The following are other passages 
from the appeal: 

“Whatever may be the vicissitudes 
of the war, the imperialists of all 
countries are everywhere victorious 
in the struggle, which has given them 
and is still giving them fantastic 
profits and is gathering in their 
hands enormous capital and endow- 
ing them with :unheard-of powers 
over labor and over the very lives 
of workingmen. The workers of all 
countries are defeated and are mak- 
ing at the altar of imperialism num- 
berless sacrifices in life, health, well- 
being and liberty. 

“The revolutionary 


democracy of 


; Russia does not desire a separate 


peace which would loose the hands 
of the German alliance. It is well 
aware that such a peace would be a 
betrayal of the cause of democracy 
and «f labor in all countries. This 
cause would by such an action be 
paralyzed in the face of a triumph 
of imperialism. .It knows that such 
a peace may lead to the ruin of other 
countries and to the triumph of the 
ideals of chauvinism and revenge in 
Europe, which would leave the con- 
tinent in a state where it would in- 
evitably prepare in the near future 
for a fresh and sanguinary collision.

“The Russian revolutionary democ- 
racy addresses itself in the first place 
to you, Socialists of the allied coun- 
‘tries.

Russell Repudiated as Representative

“Charles Edward Russell is one of a 
very slight minority of the members of 
the Socialist party who favor the war 
in which our country is now engaged,”’ 
it said. ‘“‘The party, as a whole, is 
overwhelmingly opposed to it. It is evi- 
dent that his appointment was made for 
the purpose of avoiding any real repre- 
sentation of the Socialists of the United 
States on the commission, while at the 
same time making a pretense of having 
them represented; and also for the pur- 
pose of covering up the appointment of 
Elihu Root, who is to be sent to Rus- 
sia to represent the Interest of the worst 
and most dangerous elements of Amer- 
ican plutocracy.”’ 

The statement also asserted that Wil- 
liam English Walling, J. G. Phelps, 
Stokes and other Socialists, who are 
said to have sent cablegrams of advice 
to Russian Socialists, have spoken only 
for themselves and not as leaders of 
the American Socialists.

From the early weeks of the war 
Painleve has exercised a profound in- 
fluence upon éevents. Some day, when 
the story is known of how the decision 
to defend Paris was forced upon tlic 
Government by certain Deputies, in the 
face of the opposition of the general 
staff, it will be recognized. that Painieve 
played a prominent part, and it may! 
become evident that Painleve and Jules 
Guesde were the men who saved Paris 
from evacuation by the French and oc- 
cupation by the Germans. 

At the time of the great Verdun crisis 
Painleve was again a powerful factor 
in combating. the decision of Joffre to 
evacuate the Meuse fortress, as he had 
decided to evacuate Paris. In both in- 
stances the problem was viewed by the 
general staff solely from ite military 
uspects. In both instances Painlevé and 
tnose aégsociated with him saw the 
mofal effect and insisted upon the do- 
fense of the two cities. 

Never Friendly to Briand. 

Painleve retained a portfolio in ths 
Briand Ministry for a certain périoc 
of time, but he was never friendly to 
Briand, and _he regarded with suspicion 
the real powe Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs, Philippe “Berthelot, upon 
whom Briand depended for all the ma 
terial on which he based his decisions. 
Berthelot was in fact the power be- 
hind the throne tn the Briand Ministry, 
as he had been in Viviani’s Ministry. 

One of the most important objects of 
Briand when he took office was to re- 
tire Joffre. All France felt that Joffre 
deserved well of his country; that his 
services had been beyond reward; but 
there was also a feeling, subsequently 
crystallized by the Verdun episode, that 
the burden upon the French Commander 
in Chief had become too great, and 
that he had performed his great task 
and should be relieved. Briand found 
himself unable to reach a decision in 
the Joffre matter for many months. It 
was not until after Verdun had passed 
into history and the battle of the Somme 
had practically come to an end that | 
Hriand finally terminated Joffre's rule 
at Chantilly. 

The selection of a successor to Joffre 


ticlans were in no mood to permit an- 
other man equally deaf to their will 
and their wishes to replace Joffre. There 
was one man high above all others in 
achievement, and this was Gen. Petain, 
who had defended Verdun and now com- 
manded the group of armies of which 
that about Verdun was one. But Pe- 
tain was known to have a clean and im- 
mutable determination not to take the 
command unless it came to him in such 
fashion as to leave his hands free. 

There were other Generals only less 
distinguished than. Petain. One was 
Castienau, who had saved Nancy in 1914, 
who had checked the attempted Ger- 
man advance upon Paris after the Battle 
of the Aisne; who had gone to Verdun 
in February, 1916, taking Petain with 
him, and made the momentous decision 
which saved this fortress to Franée. 
Castienau was now Joffre’s second in 
command, but he was older than Joffre 
and shared the chief's unpopularity with 
the politicians. 

There was also Foch, the victor of La 
Fere-Champanoise, whom Joffre had 
called the greatest strategist in Europe; 
the General who had won the Battle of 
Artois in May and June, 1915, and com- 
manded the French armies which co- 
operated with the British tn the battle 
of the Bomme. But Foch also shared 
Joffre’s disfavor with the politicians, 
and there was a feeling that Foch, like 
Castelnau and like their great chief, had 
grown weary under the excessive strain 
of the War. 

Gen. Nivetle Remained. 

There remained Gen. Nivelle, who had 
shown remarkable qualities as an arti{l- 
lery officer on the battlefield of Ourea, 
who had fought brilliantly in many oth- 
er engagements and had risen to succeed 
Petain in command4é of the Verdun army 
when Petain was promoted to command 
the whole group of armies in that sec- 
tion. Niveile’s popularity was height. 
ened by his brilliant success of October, 
1916, before Verdun, when he retook 
Douaumont and Vaux.

Foch had been retired, and 
there had beeh sweeping charges only 
less notable, all of which pointed to- 
ward the elimination of the men who, 
with Joffre, had fought the first two 
years of the war. 

Had His Chance and Failed. 

Unmistaekably the change that has’ now 
come in the decision of the French 
Cabinet is due to the fact that Nivelle 
having had his chance, has falled, and 
that the lack of decisive results in the 
recent offensive on the French. side has 
compelled a complete revision—not mere- 
ly of comnianders, but of methods. Nor 
is it too much to conjecture that the 
failure of Nivelle to win a decisive vic- 
tory has been accompanied by losses 
which have gravely troubled the French 
t.overnment. 

The return of Petain probably means 
the abandonment by the French of any 
genefal policy of attack. It probably 
means a return to the policy of Joffre, 
which Was a policy of defending rather 
than of attacking, ¢xcept in limited 
fields. The return of Foch, who now 
becomes chief of staff, reopens @ careor 
which in many respects has been the 
most brilliant on the allied side during 
the war. It is worth remarking whan 
the war opened Foch and Petain alike 
were Colonels, serving as professors in 
military colleges. 

The restoration of Petain should 
awaken no apprehension among the 
friends of France. It should be aecept- 
ed as strengthening, rather than weak. 
ening, the French army. Nivelle was a 
brilliant experiment. Petain is a tried 
and proved poligy. Foch, who stands 
with Petain, has been more successful 
than any other French General in the 
offensive. Petain is the greatést defen 
sive General of the war on any side 
No political {nfluence can now drive the 
French arms into an ill-o6neidered of. 
fense, and the mah who now commands 
the French army does not owe his place 
to politicians, as his predecessors did, 
despite his great achievement and un- 
mistakable ability.

The independent Socialist, Georg Lede- 
bour, said: 

“The Chancellor doubtless desires an- 
nexations both in the east and west. 
With the exception of extravagant 
visionaries, nobody believes that Ger- 
many can win a war of subjugation. 
The Russian Socialists have made an 
offer which opens up the. possibility of 
peace. 
gets. It is true that a separate peace 
with Russia cannot be achieved, but the 
Russian Government can convert the 
entente, and in this direction we ought 
to assist ,t.

We must soon intro- 
duce a republic in Germany, and we 
shall propose that a Constitution Com- 
mittee take preparatory steps in that 
direction.’’ 

Attitude of Annexationists. 

In the debate preceding Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg’s address, Herr Roesicke, 
Conservative, and president of the Ger- 
man Farmers’ Union, in bringing for- 
ward on behalf of his party an inter- 
pellation tn connection with Germany's 
war aims, said: 

“While our brave troops maintain with 
streams of blood or territorial gains, the 
Social. Democratic party urges the Im- 
perial Chancellor to conclude a peace 
without any indemnity and without any 
annexation. The Imperial Government 
has met the Social Democratic demands 
to such an extent that this party en- 
joys prefential treatment beyond that 
accorded the other parties, and the im- 
perial word, ‘I knew the parties,’ is ren- 
dered valueless. 

“In a statement recently published in 
the Nord Deutsch Al!gemeinezeitung we 
see a far-reaching similarity with the 
declaration of various party committees 
concerning our relations with Russia. 
The Austro-Hungarian Government has 
allowed to be issued through the: press 
declarations which are not far removed 
from the views of the Social Democratic 
party’s resolution. TelegramS were ex- 
changed between the Imperial Chancel- 
lor and Count Cernin (Austrian Foreign 
Minister) emphasizing the mutual agree- 
ment between the two countries. It can, 
therefore, be assumed that the Imperial 
Government met also in this case the So- 
cial Democratic wishes.’ 

Roesicke then quoted Philipp Scheide- 
mann as expressing the opinion that 
the Imperial Chancellor was in accord 
with the- Socialists. Referring to the 
Nord Deutsche -.llgemainezeitung’s cau- 
tious comment, the speaker exclaimed, 
“This obscurity must be removed.” 
Roesicke proceeded to denounce fhe 
Socialist aims as sinister and anti-na- 
tional, and as tending to a prolongation 
of the war, since, he said, the ententc 
based their hopes on German disunion. 
“President Wilson,’ Roesicke contin- 
ued, ‘wants no peace with thé Hohen- 
zollerns, but the monarchy is too deeply 
rooted in German hearts for the ma- 
lignity of the entente or of President 
Wilson to be capable of disguising it.”’ 
Roesicke said the Germans acknowl- 
edged that Russia was maintaining loy- 
alty to her allies, while from Germany 
disloyalty to the monarchs was ex- 
pressed. He continued.to denounce the 
Socialist aims and expressed doubt as 
to the Government's ‘will to victory.” 
“The desire for renunciation gives our 
enemies a/‘charter to prolong the war 
without risking anything,’ he said. “A 
rejection of the renunciation proposals 
by the Reichstag will be a manifestation 
of our strength and of our will to se- 
cure an enduring peace which will safe 
guard Germany's future. The nation 
demands a clear reply.”’ 

Two Other Addreases. 
Dr. Eduard David, the Socialist leader, 
admitted the Chancellor had sald noth- 
ing incompatible with the Socialist con- 
ception of a good peace, but he com- 
plained that his tactics were unfortu- 
nate. 
“Our tactics,”” said Dr. David, “‘would 
promote his peace currents in enemy 


countries."’ 
The Chancellor's announcement of 
unanimity between the German and 


Austro-Hungarian Governments was im- 
portant, said the speaker, becausé the 
Vienna Fremdenblatt had voiced the 
Austro-Hungarian Government's renun 
clation of aggressive plane against ‘Rus- 
sia. 

“The Chancellor's statements regard- 
ing the possibility of peace are the most 
valuable heard in debate,” said Dr. Da- 
vid. “Let ua hope they will reach Rus 
sia unaltered. An overwhelming ma- 
jority in the Reichstag approves of the 
attitude of reserve toward Russta. A 
peace by agreement alone will give us 
freedom in our economic life. Interna- 
tional courts of arbitration will crown 
the, work of mutual understanding.

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The army 
bill was again sent back’ to conference 
today in the House, with instructions 
to include an amendment for a graduat- 
ed increase in the pay for privates during 
the war, beginning June 1. Chairman 
Dent of the Military Committee was 
swept over by a vote of 199 to 177 when 
he appealed to the House to have no 
more delay, saying: “For God's sake, 
let us have a law before -the House 
does another somersault.’’ 

Notice to Volunteer Registrars, 

Persons volunteering to act without 
compensation as registrars under the se- 
lective draft bill were requested in a 
War Department § statement today to 
communicate direct with the Sheriff or 
Mayor of their home jurisdiction. The 
department has been flooded with sucn 
volunteer offers which would in each 
case have to be referred back to local 
authorities. 

The statement announced that the 
pay of registrars not voluntetring would 
be $% a day, but that compensation for 
th: registration day onty would be al- 
lowed. 

Slackers who seek to evade registru- 
tion for the army on the day to be 
set by President Wilson can be detect- 
ed easily. Another department state- 
ment tocay explains that lists of per- 
eons registered will be posted and al! 
citizens who know of evasions are ex- 
pected to report them. 

In failing to register, saya the state- 
mem, a citizen places himself in cross- 
current to overwhelming sentiment of 
the country as voiced by its representa- 
tives in Congress. He casts doubt upon 
his courage, commits a misdemeanor 
and renders himself lable to imprison- 
ment. 


Will Use Enfield Rifle. 
Use of the British Enfield rifle in the 
new American army has been decided 
on to insure a sufficient supply of 


for service abroad. By taking the out- 
put of factories in this country that 
have been making guns for the allies, 
enough arms will be obtained to equip 
any number of men called out. 

The announcement came from the 
General Munitions Board of the Coun- 
cil of Nationa! Defense formed recently 
to co-ordinate purchases for the army 
and navy. It said the Enfield rifle 
would be rechambered t6 use «american 
ammunition and that the American 
Springfield would continue to be turned 
out in large quantities. 

There are in the country now enoggh 
rifles to arm a force of a million men. 
Supplies of rifle ammunition and man- 
ufacturing facilities are sufficient not 
only for all American demands, but to 
supply a vast amount of cartridges to 
the allies. 

Foreign type artillery manufactured in 
the United States also will be used in the 
American army. A three-inch light ar- 
tillery gun now made here, it is said, 
has proved superior even to the famous 
French :

TRADE REGULATIONS 
CAUSE A FURTHER 
DECLINE IN WHEAT 


September Option Drops 
Cents to $1.98 by Noon 
in Chicago. 
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NO BAN UPON - CORN 


Warning Issued of Similar Action 
in Case of Unwarranted 
Speculation. 


| CHICAGO, May 16.—The price curbing 
effect of restricted regulations by grain 
exchanges was enhanced by warm 
weather today, and wheat futures at 
noon had shown declines of from 23 to 
24 cents. 

July dropped to $2.18, which is 57 cents 
cheaper than it was before the regula- 
tions went into effect. The decline car- 
fied September under the $2 mark, to 
$1.98, which is 47 cents under the maxi- 
mum price fixed by the Board of Trade. 

The restrictions apply only to futures, 
as these provide the means of specula- 
tion. Actual wheat was still selling at 
around $3 a bushel, and very hard to 
get. Four cars of No. 2 hard wheat 
sold at $2.80, 

Action restricting trading in fu- 
tures was taken at a joint conference 
for uniform action by representatives 
lof all important grain exchanges in 
jthe United States in session here yes- 
| terday. 

Briefly stated the ruling limits the 
j buying of wheat, but leaves selling 
, unrestricted, Leading grain opera- 
'tors said today it would not pull prices 
,down to those of normal times, the 
abnormal demand for grains and the 
short crop prevent that, but all in- 
.flation in prices resulting from specu- 
\lation and ‘food famine hysteria” 
will be eliminated.

PRESIDENT ASKS FOR BROAD 
POWERS OVER TRANSPORTATION 


Authority to Give Preference 

Movement of Freight Is De- 
clared to Be Imperative. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Broad pres- 


idential authority over transportation 
was asked of Congress yesterday by 
President Wilson, with the plea that 


‘the exercise of such authority hag be- 
come imperatively necessary.”’ 

In submitting a resolution authorizing 
him to exercise these powers for the du- 
ration of the war, or to delegate them 
to a transportation commissioner, the 
President wrote the House Judiciary and 
Commerce Committees that while the 
railroads had shown a patriotic spirit, 
creation of: some central authority 
should be authorized at once to guide in 
determining the priority of shipments. 

The resolution drawn by Attorney- 
General Gregory was introduced in the 
liouse by Chairman Webb of the Judi- 
clary Committee and will be presented 
in the Senate within a few days. It 
would give the President authority dur- 
ing the war “to direct that certain kinds 
of traffic or particular shipments as 
may be dtermined by him, shall have 
preference or priority in transportation 
by any common carriers by rail or wa- 
ter.” He also is given power to mod- 
ifv, change, suspend or annul the orders. 

It also is provided specifically that 
‘no act done or omitted to be done by 
any carrier necessary to comply with 
such a direction shall be the basis of 
any criminal or civil lability.” 


EMILE KARST DIES AT AGE OF 9I 


Former French Consal, Native of 
Alsace, Lived Here 76 Years. 
Emile Karst, $1 years old, formerly 
French Consul here, died of senility to- 

day at his home, 273 Geyer avenue. 

He was born in Alsace, and his ap- 
pointment as French Consu) dated from 
the time of the Franco-Prussian war. 
He had lived here 76 years. He was 
eashier of the Continental Bank, at 411 
North Third street, which was subse- 
quently absorbed by the National Bank 
of Commerce. He also was a composer 
and violinist. His widow and five chil- 
dren—Edgar, Jerome, Raymond, Emily 
and Mre. George C. Chambers, all of 
St. Louls—survive him. The funeral will

FUNDAMENTAL RIVER NEEDS. 
Robert E. Lee of Memphis, one of the owners of 
the Lee line of boats and member of a family 
which for three generations has been identified 
with Mississippi traffic, has outlined to the Post- 


ence of 40 years on the river. 
He declares that the possibilities of the Missis- 
sippi can never be made adequate to the needs 
either of ordinary times or of the war emergency 
unless the following fundamental conditions are 
fulfilled: 
1. Creation of a commission of five to regulate 
and fix river traffic rates with the same power 
the Interstate Oommerce Commission has over 
railroad rates. 
2. Appointment of a general supervising in- 
spector of river craft to inforce standards as to 
equipment and safety appliances based on the 
needs of river navigation and not on the needs of 
deep water navigation. 
3. Radical overhauling of the present service 
rendered by the lighthouse boats. 
4. A like re-organization of the snagboat serv- 
ice to insure greater efficiency. 
All these changes look, not to individual initi- 
ative but to increased supervision and control of 
river conditions by the Government. 
River rates are peculiarly susceptible to disor- 
ganization by wildcat competition. 
A few trips by some scarcely serviceable old 
tub bid in by some one at a sale can affect river 
trade disastrously for a whole summer. 
If Government regulation of rates is needed to 
prevent discrimination between shippe-3 and 'o- 
calities by the railroads, how much more is it 
needed to prevent favoritism in river transporta- 
tion? Rate regulation would give shippers a re- 
liability and security not now enjoyed on the 
river route.

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THE ECLIPSE OF THE DUMA. ‘ 

At the time of,the French Revolution the Na- 
tional Assembly permitted itself to be overawed at 
times by mobs. Its solicitude to respond to public 
sentiment often led it to mistake the clamor of a 
noisy minority for the voice of the whole people. 
But it kept the reins of government firmly with- 
in its own hands. It was guilty of great errors, 
but they were its own errors. Those who disputed 
its authority when it chose to exercise authority 
did so at their peril. 
One of the contrasts of the Russian Revolution 
is the slight respect shov-n the Duma and the ap- 
parent unwillingness of that body to make use of 
its power. An unofficial council of workmen and 
of soldier delegates corresponding roughly to the 
Trades and Labor Councils of American cities as- 
sumes a responsibiliy greater than that of the 
National Legislature itself. 
Between this council and the Jacobin and other 
clubs of Paris no analogy exists. It arrogates to 
itself the settlement of national problems. It de- 
sirés to rule in its own authority, rather than that 
of the Duma. Seemingly it has undertaken to 
force a doctrine of ministerial responsibility to its 
own members rather than to official representa- 
tives of the Russian people. 
One explanation might be that in the years prior 
to the revolution the Duma had been discredited 
as a governing agency. But if it was a. disap- 
pointment, surely’ Russians of any intelligence 
must know why it was a disappointment. It 
showed itself at many times under the influence 
of admirable ideals, but autocracy prevented it 
from fulfilling its mission. What the Duma was 
under autocracy affords no ground for judging 


But though the Duma had a part in the revo- 
lution that should have won the popular regard, 
it is ignored or floyted. The conclusion is ir- 
resistible that the present Duma is lamentably 
deficient in leaders of strength. For strong men 
would realize that even the evils of another coup 
d'etat are to be preferred to the uncertainties. of 
the existing mob rule. , Having thrown down 
autocracy because it was too little effective 
against the common enemy, the mob now fra-

| Timely Hints for the Home Gardener 


CCORDING to specialists in the lL. 
A S. Department of Agricultur+, 
contact sprays are the only effec- 
tive means of controlling the various 
kinds of aphids, the smal] Insects which 
by feeding upon the juices of the plants 
do much damage to the fruit and foli- 
age of orchard trees, currant, gooseber- 
ry and grape. As the aphids do not 
eat the plant tissues but drain the sa) 
from them, the various kinds of sprays 
containing stomach poisons, such as 
Paris green, arsenate of lead, etc., are 
ineffective. To do any good the sprays 
must come in contact with the bodies of 
the insects and great thoroughness in 
spraying is therefore necessary. 
There are a large number of different 
kinds of aphids, one or more of which 
may attack almost every form of or- 
chard and bush fruit. For the most 
part, however, the same measures of 
control are applicable to all the species. 
Quite a number of the aphid species 
winter in the egg stage on the plants 
which they attack in the following 
spring. These may be controlled suc- 
cessfully by spraying when the buds 
first show green tips of the foliage. 

In this way the first brood of the in- 
sects is killed and insurance is obtained 
against injury later'in the seagon. Ad- 
ditional spraying may, however, be nec- 
essary if the infestation is severe. The 
impertance of early bud spraying is 
greatest with those species of aphids 
whose attacks result in curling the 
leaves of the plants on which they feed. 
This curling serves to protect the in- 
sects to a considerable extent from tha 
contact spray. Those species which do 
not curl the leaves are more easily con- 
trolled by sprays after it is noted that 
they are becoming numerous.

It may also be used in Bosdeaux mix- 
ture or in arsenate of lead and water 
spray. 

This is a great advantage, as the or- 
chardist is enabled to spray against sev- 
eral pests simultaneously. It must be 
remembered, however, that although the 
addition of soap adds much. to the 
spreading power and efficiency of the 
nicotine spray, soap must not be used 
with l'me-sulphur solution. 

It is also a comparatively simple mat- 
ter to make nicotine sprays at home if 
tobacco stems or refuse tobacco are 
available. In the home manufacture of 
the solution, however, it is. difficult to 
determine the exact strength of the de- 
coction since the various kinds of to- 
bacco refuse vary greatly in their nico- 
tine content. 

In a new publication of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, Farm- 
ers’ Bulletin 804, a table showing the 
number of pounds of different kinds of 
tobacco refuse needed to make nicotine 
solutions of the right strength is given. 
In this connection it is pointed out that 
the stems from which the extract has 
been made have a value for fertilizing 
purposes of about $10 a ton. With to- 
bacco refuse and stems costing about 
$20 a ton, the spray solution can be made 
for approximately 1 cent a gallon, the 
fertilizer value of thie extracted refuse 
covering the cost of labor, etc. The 
sprays should be made up as they are 
needed, for fermentation begins within 
a day or two.

al ENEMY HANDS 


seis of Cunard Co. Accuses Of- 
ficials of Blocking Building 
of Merchant Ships. 


ATTACKS WAR FINANCING 


Government. Control of Ship- 
ping, He Says, Threatens De- 
struction of Merchant Marine. 


Correspandence of Associated Press. 

LIVERPOOL, May 5.—The British Ad- 
miralty was accused of playing into the 
hands of Germany by blocking the build- 
ing of merchant ships in an address de- 
livered by Sir Alfred Booth, head of the 
Cunard company, at the annual meeting 
of the organization. Sir Alfred also at- 
tacked Government control of shipping 
as a policy threatening the destruction 
of the British merchant marine and the 
ruin of the British empire. He said, in 
part: : 

“The proper answer to the submarine 
campaign always has been as the Prime 
Minister himself said, the other day, 
ships and more ships. Yet more than 
two years after the submarine cam- 
paign the same Minister announced in 
Parliament as a great triumph that the 
output of ships during the month of 
March was at half the pre-war rate. 

Played Into Enemy’s Hands. 

"Merchant shipping has been persist- 
ently blocked by the Admiralty and I 
have grave doubts as to whether the 
spirit which has played straight into the 
enemy's hands is quite dead yet. 

“When we reach at last the period of 
reconstruction after the war we must 
throw off as soon as possible the par- 
alyzing shackles of Government control, 
which, if continued long enough, would 
end by throttling our economic life. My 
experience with Government control has 
only served to convince me moré firm- 
ly than ever that individual enterprise 
is the only spirit which can quicken 
the dead bodies of capital and labor Into 
life. The proposals for Government 
shipping boards, imperial mail routes 
with controlled freight rates and bill of 
lading legislation merely mark the be- 
ginning of a policy which will end in the 
destruction of the British mercantile 
marine and with it of the British em- 
pire. 

Mistakes in Financing War. 

“Sound national finance is another 
essential to the healthy life of the whole 
community. 

“We have gone all wrong from the 
very start in our methods of financing 
the war. For a short time these meth- 
ods might have proved comparatively 
harmiess, but for a long war such as 
this has proved to be we have hung a 
millstone around our necks which will 
sorely hamper our powers of recovery 
after the conclusion of peace. 

“We have borrowed where we should 
have taxed, and even where we have 
taxed, we have taxed production and 
left consumption to run riot. The ex- 
cess profits tax exhibits both these vices 
*%to an essential degree. It has the fur- 


, ther disadvantage of doing nothing to 


solve the problem of how we are to raise 
revenue after the war.. There will then 
be no war profits to tax, and its place 
in our fisca] system will have to be tak- 
en by new direct or indirect taxation at 
the very time when it will be most dif- 
ficult for trade to adjust itself to new 
burdens. 
“The consequence of all these has 
been.an enormous rise in prices to which 
_ excessive borrowing and unwise taxXa- 
tion have both contributed. Sufficient 
importance is not generally given to the 
inflation 
caused by our war loans. Alarmed by 
the rising tide, we have tried to stop it 
by fixing maximum prices, which dimin- 
ish or in some cases even stop produc- 
tion and at the same time remove the 
only check on consumption. ° 
“Rising wages inevitably follow rising 
prices, and here again the immediate 
effect is less production and more con- 
around in a vicious circle, or rather in a 
Spiral, which carries us at ever-increas- 
ing speed further and further away 
from the point of safety. The fact that 
the food question is so serious today is 
due as much ‘to our financial follies as 
‘to the German submarines.”’
